2. Since our last Report twenty-eight meetings have been summoned, at all but one 
of which a quorum attended. We have made three hundred and seventy-nine orders in 
various matters affecting charities and charity property, besides providing for the regular 
issue of the sums payable to the charities under our control. 

3. Of the amount of our solicitor’s costs for the past year, £281 15s. lid. is charge- 
able upon the Vote as irrecoverable, the remainder being provided for out of the various 
charity funds. 



4. The Exchequer continues to receive from us £41 18s. id., being the annual dividend 
on an old endowment from private sources placed in the hands of the late Board in . 
1815, “to assist them in recovering embezzled charities.” This is not required for that 
purpose so long as costs and expenses incurred, and not otherwise realized, are paid out. 
of the Parliamentary vote. For the last ten years the sums so remitted by us to the 
Exchequer have exceeded those paid to us to defray irrecoverable costs ; the former 
being £419 3s. 4d„ the latter £388 18s. 5 d.

7. During the past year sums have been deposited with us for various charitable 
institutions and purposes, and, amongst others, for the Home for Destitute Boys and 
Girls, Belfast ; for the Ulster Hospital for Children ; for the Mendicity Institution ; 
for the Birds’ Nest, Kingstown ; for the Dublin Working Boys’ Home, and Harding 
Technical School ; for the Workshops for Industrious Blind, Belfast ; for the Asylum 
for Aged Unmarried Ladies, Harcourt-road, Dublin; for the Belfast Midnight Mission ; 
for the Belfast Prison Gate Mission; for the Parish of Wallstown, or Wellstown; for 
the Palish of Creagh, in connexion with the Church of Ireland ; for the Destitute Poor 
of Swords Parish ; for Blankets for Poor of Town of Claremorris ; for the Homan Catholic 
Church of Kildorrery, County Cork; for a Homan Catholic Church, Sandyford, Co. 
Dublin ; for Bread and Meat at Christmas for Poor of Athy ; for the Minister of the 
Presbyterian Congregation at Banbridge ; for the Education of Poor Roman Catholic 
Children of Swords ; and for Dunsford Church, County Down. 

8. In some of our previous Reports we adverted to the obligation imposed on 
Executors by Statute to publish all Charitable Bequests contained in the Wills proved 
by them in the various localities in which they are directed to be applied, and we dwelt 
upon the importance of having this obligation strictly enforced. We continue to exact 
from Executors a strict adherence to the provisions of the Statute. Since the passing 
of the Act 30 and 81 of your Majesty’s reign we have recorded in our books 5,626 
advertisements of Charitable Bequests. This publication makes it impossible for 
Executors to conceal the charitable intentions of Testators from the persons or Insti- 
tutions intended to be benefited. 

9. Some cases have, however, been brought under our notice in which the charges 
for publication were so excessive that we dealt with them as cases in which a portion of 
the fund was improperly withheld from charitable purposes, and we compelled the 
executors to repay so much of the costs as appeared to us to be excessive. 

10. The Charitable Donations and Bequests Act (Ireland), 1871, contains a useful 
provision which authorizes us in every case in which we discover that the original 
number of trustees is not in existence, to call on the surviving or remaining trustees by 
a formal notice, to fill up the vacancies within two months, and if they neglect or omit 
to do so, we are empowered to make an application to the Court for the appointment of 
new trustees. We have regarded this provision as so important a safeguard to Charities 
and Charity property, that we have made a standing order authorizing our secretaries in 
every case in which they ascertain that the full number of trustees is not in existence, 
to give notice in our names and on our behalf to the continuing or surviving trustees, 
requiring them to fill the vacancies. In case such notice is disregarded, we instruct 
our solicitor to take the requisite proceedings to fill up the vacancies 

11. Our Charity Accounts for the year ended 31st December, 1887, were duly audited 
by the Local Government Board Auditor, and declared correct by him. The Accounts 
for the year ended December 31st, 1888, have been prepared and submitted for audit.

Accounts of the sum voted by Parliament have been regularly furnished by us in 
accordance with the forms adopted under the direction of the Treasury, and the 
provisions of the “Exchequer and Audit Departments Acts, 1866 and our Appro 
priation Account for the year ending 31st March, 1888, has been certified to be correct 
by the Auditor-General of Public Accounts. 

All which we submit as our Eeport, and in testimony thereof we have caused our 
Corporate Seal to be hereto affixed this 17th day of July, 1889.
